WASHINGTON, March 31 (AP) 
—Senator Monroney (Dem.), Ok- 
lahoma, said yesterday he won 
three $25 hats when President 
Truman announced he would not 
seek re-election. 

He has been predicting for 
weeks that Truman would not run 
again, he told a reporter. and had 
made the bets with a radio-televi- 
sion friend, another in Altus, 
Okla., and a furniture dealer in 
New York.

“If I. should classify it as strict- 
ly confidential—which I undoubt- 
edly would do if we take that 
course—the information would 
not be available to this committee 
except. on direct order Of the 
President.” 

If McGrath should finally de- 
cide against answering the ques- 
tionnaire, it would appear, on its 
face, to pose a situation requiring 
that either McGrath or Morris 
leave the Government. 

McGrath said he had “nothing 
to hide” but that there was a 
question in his mind whether the 
questions Morris asks should 
properly be put to Government 
employes. He said that whatever 
ruling he makes will apply to 
himself as well as to other Gov- 
ernment employes. 

At the time of Morris’s appoint- 
ment Feb. 1, McGrath said in a 
statement that he has assured 
Morris of “my complete, en- 
— and unlimited co-opera- 

on.” 

On Feb. 14, Truman said in a 
statement that he was directing 
“all departments and agencies... 
to co-operate fully” with Morris 
and “to give him any informa- 
tion he may require.” Truman 
also said: “I intend to see to it 
that Mr. Morris has access to all 
information he needs that is in 
the possession of the executive 
branch...” |

Work on the Union Electric

day by a jurisdictional dispute 
between two AFL unions. 

About 900 construction workers 
in various trades refused to cross 
a pickct line set.up at the plant 
site at the confluence of the Mer- 
amec and Mississippi rivers by 
members of Local 396 of the 
Bridge and Structural Iron 
Workers Union. 

Officers of the fron workers 
union said the job was being 
picketed because work which 
they consider within their juris- 
diction had been assigned to mem- 
bers of the boiler makers’ union. 
Both unions are affiliates of the 
AFL Building and Construction 
Trades Council. s 

First of the pickets appeared at 
the job about 6:30 a.m., with signs 
which read: “This job does not 
employ members of the Bridge 
and Structural Iron Workers, Lo- 
cal 396, AFL.” There was no ref- 
erence on the picket signs to a 
strike. 


Other workmen began arriving 
about 7:30 a.m. and turned back 
when they saw the pickets. En- 
trance to the plant site is at the 
end of a narrow road extending 
about one-half mile from Tele- 
graph road, nearest main artery. 
The roadway soon was blocked 
with automobiles of workmen who 
normally would have driven into 
the plant to go to work. 

There was no violence and iron 
workers “fraternized” readily 
with the workers they were keep- 
ing off the job.

one employe asked a picket.

Gov. Adlai Stevenson of Illinois 
said yesterday he does not, and 
will not, seek the Democratic 
presidential nomination, but he 
refused to say flatly he would not 
accept it if it were offered to 
him. 

The Governor, reported to ‘be 
President Truman’s choice to suc- 
ceed to the presidency, was asked 
on NBC’s television program, 
“Meet the Press” if he would fol- 
low the President’s lead of Satur- 
day night and flatly disavow any 
efforts toward getting him the 
presidential nomination.

WASHINGTON, March 31 (AP) 
—The Supreme Court today rein- 
stated indictments charging two 
pro-Truman Democrats of Mis- 
sissippi solicited political gifts 
on promises of helping contribu- 
tors get federal jobs. 

The two, Roy F. Brashier and 
James H. Wilkinson, wére alleged 
to havesépromised in February 
1951 to use their influence in 
getting appointments as chairmen 
of county ration boards. 

The United States District court 
in Jackson, Miss., dismissed the 
indictments on the ground no 
such offices existed. Solicitor 
General Perlman then appealed 
to the Supreme Court to reinstate 
the indictments.. He said the ac- 
tivities charged “tend to destroy 
the confidence of the people in 
their government.” 

5-to-4 Decision. 

Justice Frankfurter delivered 
the 5-to-4 decision in behalf of 
himself, Chief Justice Vinson and 
Justices Jackson, Burton and 
Clark. Justice Black wrote a dis- 
senting opinion in which Justices 
Reed, Douglas and Minton joined. 

The majority reversed the dis- 
trict court’s dismissal action and 
sent the case back to Jackson for 
“further proceedings.” 

Brashier and Wilkinson were 
indicted under a federal law which 
forbids solicitating political gifts 
in consideration of a promise to 
support or use influence in ob- 
taining “any appointive office or 
place under the United States.” 
The maximum penalty is a $1008 
fine and imprisonment of one 
year. 

Government Argument. 

Perlman argued that when 
Brashier and Wilkinson allegedly 
promised to obtain appointments 
as county ration board chairmen, 
“there was reason for the parties 
concerned to believe that such 
positions might be available in the 
near future.” 

Perlman added: “The seller of 
federal patronage should not be 
allowed to plead as a defense that 
he is innocent because he could 
not in fact deliver. what he pur- 
ported to sell.” 

Frankfurter said the majority 
felt the law “is plainly broad 
enough on its face to cover the 
sale of influence in connection

Dealing in 
futures also discredits the pro- 
cesses of Government. There is 
no indication that this statute 
punishes delivery of the fruit of 
the forbidden transaction—it' for- 
bids the_sale. The sale is what 
is here alleged. Whether the cor- 
rupt transaction would or could 
ever be’ performed is immaterial.” 

Frankfurter added the com- 
ment that “even judges need not 
be blind to the fact of political 
life that it helps in influencing 
political appointments to be fore- 
handed with a recommendation 
before an office is formally cre- 
ated.” 

Black in dissenting said he felt 
the court majority was “stretch- 
ing” the meaning of the statute.

Histaminic cephalgia — “probe 
ably one of the most severe forms 
of head pain known to mankind”

more severe in reclining position, 
is of short duration. Dr. Ryan 
said nicotinic acid administered 
with histamine often helps pre- 
vent this pain. ~ : 

All drugs used in relieving mi- 
graine produce mild side effects, 
and there is a percentage of fail- 
ures' with each therapeutic agent, 
Dr. Ryan continued. 

He expressed the opinion that 
an element of tension in the pa- 
tient causes the failures,-and said 
if nervous tension is present, “the 
patient as well as the headache 
has to be treated.” In such cases 
a personality adjustment is called 
for, he declared, and the patient 
must be shown how to relax and 
enjoy life. 

The psychogenic headache — 

the pain that is “all in the,mind” 
—presents a delicate problem. 
The patient is never inconvern- 
ienced by his headache, but is 
tense and apprehensive, it was 
reported. 
“His complaints are bizarre,” 
Dr. Ryan stated. “The pain may 
be of any type or in any location: 
it is more severe with emotional 
disturbances, stress or strain.” 

This type of patient must be 
reassured that nothing is organ- 
ically wrong without being led 
to resent the implication that he 
is imagining things, he said. 


Family Background Factor. 

A family background should 
not be overlooked in treating 
nervous individuals, Dr. Walter 
C. Alvarez of Chicago declared. 

Generally speaking, there are 
two kinds of nervousness, he 
said. One stems from overwork, 
insomnia or other type of strain, 
and this “bit of a nervous break” 
can be corrected by rest. Much 
more serious is the nervousness 
which is not attributable to any 
strain, and which may date since 
childhood, he stated. Many pa- 
tients are not only nervous but 
have pathologic worries

This proposal has been 
indorsed by Truman in the past. 

The President, according to 
Jonathan W. Daniels, his friend, 
biographer and former press sec- 
retary, who called at the White 
House yesterday morning, has al- 
ready decided what he will do 
when he leaves office. Daniels 
said Truman disclosed his next 
year’s plans to him, but pledged 
him to secrecy. 

Around the White House it 
was generally felt that the pre- 
scription for Truman’s life after 
next January would be: Relaxa- 
tion, an easier pace, but not ob- 
scurity. 

(The United Press said it had 
learned that Truman has already 
made fairly definite plans for a 
post-White House career of lec- 
turing and writing on public af- 
fairs. 

(Intimates estimate that the 
President will leave office with a 
modest fortune of about $200,000, 
which he has saved out of his 
presidential salary of $100,000 a 
year, plus.a $50,000 tax-free ex- 
pense account.) ) 

For months there has been 
speculation to the effect that if 
Truman did not run for the White 
House again he might go back to 
his home state of Missouri and 
oppose Senator Kem (Rep.), whose 
term expires this year.

First, your statement that Phil Mur-

He conferred with steel execu- 
tives in New York, and not with union 
representatives, before blasting * the 
WSB report. 


Secondly, you take up where Wilson 
left off in jumping to the conclusion 
that the WSB depagted from its original 
stabilization function in order to*arbi- 
trate, and ended by simply compromis- 
ing the union-management _ positions. 
“The opinion of the WSB, whose 18 mem- 
-bers had been working on the case for 
some weeks, was that the proposals 
‘were well within stabilization rules. 

Finally, you suggest that stabilization

President Truman’s dramatic announcement 
of his decision not to seek another term in the 
White House now gives every indication of being 
as final as Gen. Sherman’s all-out refusal of a 
Republican nomination in 1884. 

Not only did Mr. Truman say “T shall not be 
a candidate for re-election.” Not only did he say 
“I ghall not accept a renomination.” When 


asked if there was any chance that he might : 


change his mind, he said flatly: “None what- 
soever.” It would be hard to make words say 
anything more final than that. 

Does this mean that the race for the Demo- 
cratic nomination to succeed Mr. Truman is 
wide open? The answer can but be in terms 
of the moment; and for the moment the answer 
is: Yes. Whether it will stay wide open is an- 
other matter. As to that, only another decision 
and perhaps an even harder one by the man 
from Independence can say. 

There will be no end of speculation as to whens 
President Truman determined not to run again. 
Estimates will range all the way from his upset 
national victory in 1948 to his upset defeat in 
the New Hampshire preferential primary three 
weeks ago. A fair guess is that he made up 
his mind positively long since or had been 
strongly so inclined for many months as he 
looked over the field of possible successors.

Surely this has been Mr. Truman’s preference 
as far back as the advancement of the name of 
Fred M. Vinson as a Democratic presidential 
possibility. A man who relies as much as Harry 
Truman does on political companions would 
have talked over a matter so important with an 
old friend like his choice for Chief Justice. 

Justice Vinson preferred the security of the 
highest court, and in recent months Mr. Truman 
has been hopeful of recruiting Gov. Stevenson 
to carry the party’s 1952 standard. As the Post- 
Dispatch reported last Wednesday, the President 
some weeks ago offered the Administration’s 
support to the Illinois executive. 

This desire to help select a successor is only 
natural. The Truman Administration, however 
many and regrettable its faults, has stood firm 
and foursquere on great issues such as the con- 
tainment of Communism in Europe and the 
blocking of armed aggression in Korea. As we 
have said, the record shows the President to 
have been right on big things where it would 
have been easy to be wrong and wrong on little 
things where it would have been easy to be 
right. No one likes to contemplate the possible 
dissipation of notable achievements by a rival 
whose motives may be in part personal. 

Not too many Presidents attempted to choose 
their successors and fewer still were able to do 
so. The last instance was Theodore Roosevelt’s 
pre-selection of William Howard Taft for approv- 
al by the Republican convention in 1908. And 
then the selector came into such disagreement 
with the selectee that it produced the historic 
Republican split of 1912.

Political experience warns against pushing a 
hand-picked choice and, if it did not, there is 
the clear-cut message of the primary voters this 
spring against control of presidential nomina- 
tions by professional politicians. Thanks to the 
initiative of Senator Kefauver of Tennessee, 
much interest in the Democratic nomination has 
already been generated. With Mr. Truman’s 
renunciation, the campaigns of Senators Russell 
of Georgia, Kerr of Oklahoma and other hope- 
fuls will really get under way. The: draft- 
Stevenson movement will grow, as the declara- 
tion of Missouri’s Demgcratic National Commit- 
teeman, John J. Nangle, foretells. 

In our later editions Sunday, the Post-Dispatch 
commended President Truman on his decision 
and warmly wished him success in the nine 
months which remain to him in the White 
House. We repeat those sentiments today. In 
the hardest job in the world, he has often dis- 
played courage and strength. His achieve- 
ments assure him a notable place in history.

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Without Public Notice 

The transit whirligig whirls on. Public Serv- 
ice Co. recently got a fat fare increase and now 
contemplates seeking another to cover higher 
wage costs. And the Post-Dispatch has disclosed 
new reductions in service on seven bus and two 
streetcar lines. These were ordered last week 
without public notice. 

News of fare increases is automatically public 
information, but the company seldom notifies the 
public when it decides to cut down on service. 
Yet changes in bus schedules are a matter of in- 
terest to thousands of transit riders. 

This situation ought to help the city in its 
latest request of the State Public Service Com- 
mission. The city wants to require the transit firm 
to give the city proper notice of any cuts in 
service. Public Service Co. is a public utility. 
It should operate in the public eye. 
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Behind India’s Election Returns 

The fear that India might turn out to be a 
one-party nation, and therefore not exactly 
a model of democracy, can be dismissed now 
that the complete returns from its long drawn- 
out elections are available. 

True, Mr. Nehru’s Congress party did win 364 
of the 489 seats in the House of the People, but 
it received only 44.47 per cent of the popular 
vote. Nineteen other parties, plus 36 individual 
independents, also won seats in the parliament. 
So the Congress party, widely respected still for 
its role in bringing about the independence of 
India, is no longer even a majority party. 

The real trouble, however, is that it has no 
integrated opposition in the national legislature. 
Even the Communists, who effectively concen- 
trated their electioneering efforts in the south 
of India and won 6 per cent of the parliamentary 
seats with 6 per cent of the popular vote, have 
only 27 representatives in the House. The So- 
cialists have pniy 12. And the other parties 
have 10 or less. Five of them have only one 
seat each. 

It had been hoped that a fairly strong, some- 
what left-of-center opposition might crystalize 
around the Socialists. But now it seems that the 
Communists may be more successful in finding 
allies among the lesser parties. The danger in 
such a development is obvious. But it is hardly 
to be averted by purely political means. 

The Economist of London reports that the 
Communists, as usual, scored their gains among 
rack-rented tenants and landless laborers. Its 
editors are in accord with Chester Bowles, the 
United States ambassador in New Delhi, that 
the future of India depends on improvements 
in the country’s economy.

If the people of India can 
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Storm Over Controls 

Charles E. Wilson’s unfortunate resignation as 
Director of Mobilization is a warning of yet 
more storms to come over stabilization. 

The crux of the dispute between Mr. Wilson 
and the President appears to be a difference of 
opinion as to the effects on ‘stabilization of 
the WSB steel wage proposals. Mr. Wilson is 
convinced that they break the line. He sought 
to pare them down by some sort of compromise. 

The President believes that the WSB pro- 
posals are “by no means, unreasonable and do 
not, in fact, constitute any real breach in our 
stabilization policies.” He has now put the 
great. prestige of his office behind them, and 
so made it difficult if not impdssible for the 
steelworkers’ union to accept anything less. 

Mr. Wilson’ and the President also disagreed 
on the price side of the dispute. Mr. Wilson evi- 
dently intended, for the sake of avoiding a 
strike, to grant the industry some extra price. 
advances, and thought at one time that he had 
Mr. Truman with him. But the President now 
points to the industry's high profits before 
taxes ag evidence that it could absorb the cost 
of the WSB wage plan. At the same time 
he hints vaguely at future price relief when he 
says that the industry can expect higher prices 
on grounds of “fairness and equity” if the ulti- 
mate wage settlement requires it.- 

All of which lends credence to reports that 
the Administration’s policy is to back up the 
WSB wage proposal and then if necessary to 
grant price increases later after the dust has 
settled. If that is not “unstabilizing” it would 
be hard to say what is. 

Mr. Wilson is right, we think, in holding that 
the WSB settlement breaks the line. By the 
standards of cost of living and productivity in- 
creases previously fixed by the board the 
steelworkers were entitled to no more than 12 
or 13 cents. The WSB majority gave them 
approximately that plus 5 cents an hour or 
more in “fringe” benefits. The fringes are just 
as unstabilizing as basic wage rate increases. 
Other unions will insist upon the equivalent and 
the WSB will be in poor position to resist. — 

Whether Mr. Wilson could have pared down 
the wage settlement remains very much in doubt. 
A reduction is even less likely now that the 
President has backed it up. If the industry re- 
jects the settlement a strike seems certain, and 
if the industry accepts it higher steel prices 
seem equally certain. Either way, stabilization 
and the defense effort suffer. 
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A King With a Problem 


Maybe it is because of Dorothy Parker’s com- 
ment on the de-glamorizing effect of glasses 
that there is a notion prevalent that spectacles 
are a problem only for the female of the species.

After 
all these years of tracking down typographical 
errors, we would be blind as a bat without bifo- 
cals, They have become as much a part of our 
face as nose and mouth. 

Kings, however, have to look at both sides 
of a matter like this; and we certainly did not 
set out to tell Baudouin what to do. We just 
wanted to mention that men, too, have a spec- 
tacle problem—as any photographer can testify 
—and just when the ladies are overcoming their 
difficulties with harlequins and such like shapes.

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Doctors vs. the People 


It is disappointing: that the officers of the 
Missouri Medical Association have again taken a 
stand in favor of a four-year state medical school 
at Kansas City. This issue was settled, and settled 
properly, by the decision of the curators of the 
University of Missouri to build at Columbia. 

The prepontierance of arguments about a med- 
ical school site heavily favors Columbia. Modern 
medicine depends so much on the basic sciences 
that a medical school away from the full scien- 
tific resources of. a university is at a definite 
disadvantage. Such facilities cannot be dupli- 
cated; and if they could, the cost of the dupli- 
cation could be much better invested in more 
hospital beds and other medical facilities. The 
doctors should note that this thinking has pre- 
vailed not only here, but in other states. 

‘Then there is rural Missouri's woeful need 
for more doctors and more hospitals. A univer- 
sity hospital in » mae may not meet these 
needs in full, but it will be a big help. Kansas 
City—with the University of Kansas medical 
school and other hospital facilities—is much, 
much better off in this respect than outstate 
Missouri. There is also the possibility that an 
outstate medical school might incline its gradu- 
ates to practice in the smaller communities. 

Actually, no matter how it is dressed up, the 
stand for Kansas City represents t“e wish of a 
relatively small cabal of practicin. ‘ctors to 
add unjversity facilities to those already at their 
disposal. To the full-time medical teacher—and 
he is the important man in modern medical 
egucation—there is no advantage in the Kansas 
City location. It certainly offers no advantage 
to the people of Missouri. And their interests 
ought to be paramount even in the eyes of the 
Missouri State Medical Association.

her thirties, a year ago was a distinct 
milestone in her life. She offered her serv- 
ices to the St. Louis League of Women 
Voters, an influential, 1600-member organ- 


ization. She soon found herself submerged 


in an avalanche of information on every- 
thing from the United Nations to local af- 
fairs. Ann felt woefully uninformed. 

When she heard, however, that the city 
officials were trying to get authority from 
the state to impose 
an earnings tax, she 
found herself object- 
ing violently, even 

ough she knew 

othing about the 
subject. 

Everywhere Ann 
went in the next few 
days she heard reac- 
tions to the proposed 
earnings tax, most of 
them violent. ; 

Ann realized that 
she didn’t have the 
faintest inkling how 
the city spent the 
taxpayer’s dollar. So 
one -warm, pleasant day she stopped at 
City Hall. 

The budget director was Erwin G. Schub- 
kegel. 


“Last April,” he began, “I asked all the 
city departments how much money they 
would need for this year. The total came 
to $48,000,000. Well, I expected an income 
of only $41,500,000. That meant I had to 
recommend slicing $6,500,000 off the bud- 
get. 


The City Foots the Bill 


“Some of the departments went right on 
spending at a rate as if they hadn't been 
cut. The Hospital Division appealed to the 
Board of Estimate and got an extra appor- 
tionment of $1,400,000 this year. That's 
just about what I cut off their budget.” 


Ann then learned that the control of 
the St. Louis Police Department, along 
with several other city departments, rests 
with the state rather than the city govern- 
ment. These state-controlled departments 
determine their own budgets, but the city 
is required to foot the bill. 

“So you see,” Mr. Schubkegel went on, 
“the only place where I can really econo- 
mize is on maintenance.” 

When Comptroller Milton Carpenter 
learned Ann was interested in discussing 
the city’s deficit, he gave her a full hour 
and a half of his busy day. 


“One of our biggest headaches is that

one third of the city’s expenditures we 


controlled departments,” he said. “Under 
civil service we can’t cut salaries or fire 
people when our funds run out.” 

Ann felt that so far she had talked only 
to the officials of the party in power, and 
she phoned for an appointment with ex- 
Mayor Aloys Kaufmann, a Republican. . 

He told her. “The county people who 


‘work in the city enjoy the services of-the 


city while they are here—fire protection, 
police, maintenance of the streets, even 
though they have their homes in the coun- 
ty. Everyone should be made to feel an ob- 
ligation for the support of his city.” 


Many Unsolved Problems 


Ann came home. A long-range proposi- 
tion was getting the state to revert to St. 
Louis some of the millions it collects in 
sales tax. Another was getting rid of those 
state-controlled departments in the city. 
Then there’s the sewer problem. Practical- 
ly all of the county sewers drain right 
through St. Louis. 

At the Democratic ward meetings, Ann 
found her help would be welcomed in ad- 
dressing notices of meetings, working at 
polling booths during election time, and 
checking lists of voters in the district to 
find out who wasn’t registered and try to 
get them to register. 

Soon she was enjoying herself so much 
that when a friend called up to invite Ann 
and her husband to a dinner party Ann 
declined, saying she was going to a Demo- 
cratic party meeting. There was a stunned 
silence at the other end of the line. 

The League of Women Voters encourages 
its members to go into party work.

As a matter of fact, Vandenberg 
did find that the collection of 
world diplomats didn’t always re- 
act to his speeches the same way 
as the United States Senate. 

Dive Into Empty Pool. 

On one occasion he spent hours 
polishing a speech designed to 
convince some 50 delegates that 
the United States normally should 
not contribute more than one- 
third of the U.N. budget. He de- 
livered it with his usual vigor— 
and it was received in stony si- 
lence. Afterward Senator Con- 
nally asked him how the speech 
went, 

“Well, Tom,” said Vandenberg, 
“I never saw anything like it. 
I got all ready for an enjoyable 
swim. I walked out to the end of 
the diving board; I took a deep 
breath; 1 held my nose and 
jumped. And I’ll be doggone if 
the pool wasn’t empty!” 
Something of a shadow was cast 

over the session for Vandenberg 
because of his misgivings about 
the delegation chief, Secretary of 
State Byrnes. Vandenberg still 
regarded him as a man whose 
main talent lay in compromise, 
and that was not the right ap- 
proach to take toward the Rus- 
sians in Vandenberg’s view. 

He was particularly irked at 
what he regarded as Byrnes’s in- 
effectual and half-hearted opposi- 
tion to the progressive swallow- 
ing of Poland by Russia, How- 
ever, while in London, Vanden- 
berg was careful not to give any 
public indication of his lack of 
enthusiasm for Byrnes.

win ‘em all, but my, didn’t we 
have fun.” 
That was Bo’s only desire. 
Football was a game and should 
be playéd as such, he said. 
McMillin, one of the most 
colorful figures in collegiate foot- 
ball history, was picked on Wal- 
ter Camp’s All-America team of 
1919 and was a legend at Indiana 
where he was head coach for 14 
ears. 
Silver thatched Bo first gained 
fame as a diminutive quarterback 
on the storied Centre College. 
team of Danville, Ky., that hum- 
bled mighty Harvard' and other 
“big” teams of the early 1920's. 
The fire and drive displayed 
by McMillin lifted Centre, a 
school with only 200 students, to 
national promine.ice and stamped 
the Texas-born signal caller as 
one of football’s all-time greats. 
A Religious Man. 
He gave the nigqkname of 
“Prayin’ Colonels” to the Centre 
team when in the midst of sev- 
eral Games he called the players 
together and led a prayer for vic- 
tory. As a college coach, MeMil- 
lin said a rosary the night before 
every Indiana game. He never 
used profanity and never drank. 


The harshest words anyone ever | 
heard Bo utter were “oh my side 


and body!” or “may the saints 
save us.” 

He turned his back on 26 years 
of collegiate coaching in 1948 
when he accepted a $30,000-a-year 
contract to coach the Detroit 
Lions. At that time Bo said it was 


the “hardest decision I ever 
made.” 


He left the Lions after three 
years and signed to lead the 
Philadelphia Eagles. But his heart 
was always with the college game 
and more specifically with his 
“pore Mttle boys” at Indiana. 


When he became ill last Novem- 
ber the Eagle management re- 
fused to name a new head coach 
and assistant Wayne Millner was 
appointed to fill the gap until the 
likeable Bo was able to return. 


Miliner later was officially ap- 
pointed head coach of the Eagles 
for the 1952 season when it ap- 
peared that McMillin would not 
recover sufficiently to resume 
full time coaching duties. 

Always the first man in the of- 
fice, Bo was a full time coach. He 
used to sit on the bench during 
a game, mangling his hat regard- 
less of how the Hoosiers were go- 
ing. During one victory streak, 
“Bo” wore an ancient pair of 
brown and white golf shoes and 
an old pair of sweat sox every 
day until the streak was broken. 

Won Big 10 Title in °45. 


McMillin probably reached the 
pinnacle of his career in 1945 
when he was named coach of the 
year after his “pore little boys” 
won Indiana’s only Big Ten 
crown. 

A shrewd strategist and master 
of the game’s fine points, Mc- 
Millin had the knack of firing a 
team to great heights on a par- 
ticular occasion. 

Several of his former players 
at Indiana have said that some of 
his locker room speeches “were 
things of sheer beauty.” | 

“Why, we'd a died for Bo,” 
said Billy Hillenbrand. 

He was twice picked to lead the 
college all-stars and both times 
his teams beat the professionals, 
a feat never duplicated by any 
other coach in the 18-year history 
of the All-Star classic. 

McMillin was almost as famous 
for his after dinner speaking 
ability as his coaching and play- 
ing prowess. He was in great de- 
mand after the grid season on 
the banquet circuit. 

Bo, the man with the laughing 
blue eyes and the sprightly walk, 
always said he had two great 
thrills in football, beating Harv- 
ard in the legendary 1919 game 
when he scored the game's only 
touchdown, and leading Indiana 
to its only Big Ten crown.

WASHINGTON, March 31 (AP) 
~A tax drive against the crime 
world already has tapped 4851 
racketeers for more than $80,000,- 
000 in income taxes, and Revenue 
Bureau officials said yesterday 
they expect the special roundup 
to extend to as many as 16,800 
crooks this year and get from 
them at least $180,000,000. 

‘They expect to jail about 600 
racketeers in 1952 for criminal 
tax frauds. Almost 300 have been 
indicted in the last seven months. 


The Internal Revenue Bureau 
set “operation racketeer” in mo- 
tion last spring. It took several 
months to recruit more than 2000 
agents in 117 special squads for 
full-time rackets tax investiga- 
tions. The pay-off began about 
August. More than $20,000,000 
in tax claims were levied against 
racketeers in January alone. 

So far, about seven out of every 
10 racketeers checked have been 
found in arrears in their taxes. 
Through February 7061 racketeer 
investigations had been complet- 
ed. The average collection has 
been $18,652 a hoodlum. 

The drive started with a mas- 
ter list of 27,734 known or sus- 
pected racketeers—compiled with 
help from local police, Senate 
Crime Committee investigators, 
newspapers and other sources. 

This list now has been expand- 
ed to 37,400, including the cases 


already closed. New names are 


being added at the rate of about 
1200 a month. 

Indictments or liens have been 
filed against a host of better 
known names, including some of 
the witnesses in the Senate Crime 
Committee investigation — New 
York’s Frank Erickson, assessed 
for $2,258,349; Milwaukee’s Sid- 
ney Brodson, a bookmaking statis- 
tician accused of a $340,000 error 
in his own tax books; Virginia 
Hill; the girl friend of under- 
world kings; and James J. Car- 
roll, St. Louis bookmaker. 


FOUR GREEK RED 
SPY RING LEADERS 
ARE PUT TO DEATH 


ATHENS, March 31 (AP)— 
Four Greek Communists convict- 
ed of being leaders in a vast spy 
ring were executed before dawn 
today by a firing squad. 

They were sentenced March 1 
after a hearing that attracted 
world attention. The sentences 
of four others condemned to die 
were commuted to life imprison- 
ment. 

Of 29 persons brought before 
the military court, 22 were found 
guilty of aiding the ring which 
radioed Greek military secrets to 
Communists in neighboring Iron 
Curtain countries. 

Executed were Nicholas Beloy- 
annis, the ringleader, and three 
other top Reds—Nicholas Calou- 
menos; Demetrios Batsis and 
Elias Arghyriades. 

Greek Economic Co-Ordination 
Minister George Kartalis resigned 
in protest against the executions. 
The resignation left four gaps in 
the Plastiras government which 
has been in power since Sep- 
tember 1949. 


FRENCH PIN REBELS 
AGAINST SEA, KILL 
MANY IN INDOCHINA 


SAIGON, Indochina, March 31 
(AP)—The French drove five 
Vietminh battalions—about 5000 
men—to the shores of the Gulf of 
Tonkin tonight. There the Com- 
munist-led rebels battled fiercely 
to escape destruction. 

The French said they had killed 
1049 Vietminh troops and cap- 
tured 1062 others in the cam- 
paign to mop up rebels from the 
rich delta rice lands southeast of 
Hanoi. The drive started four 
days ago. 

With their backs against the 
sea, the Vietminh were subject to 
attack from the air, sea and land. 

The enemy objective had been 
to obtain a foothold in the delta 
and smash French communica- 
tions between Hanoi eastward to 
the port of Haiphong. 

The Vietminh forces had been 
massed behind a ring of forti- 
fied villages east of Thai Binh,

FANGIER, March 31 (AP)— 
Furious anti-French mobs rioted 
in this North African interna- 
tional zone city yesterday. At 
least six persons were killed, 
Hospitals treated 151 injured. 
Nine persons are so badly hurt 
doctors fear they will die. 

The mobs, bursting from the 
native quarter, stoned European 
shops and cafes, smashed and 
burfed automobiles, broke win- 
dows and looted. The occasion 
was the fortieth anniversary of 
French rule over the neighboring 
protectorate of French Morocco, 
where rising Arab nationalism 
has been manifest in recent 
months. 

(Meanwhile in Tunisia Premier 
Salah Eddine Ben Mohammed 
Baccouche failed again today to 
form a cabinet and difficulties 
were said to be increasing for the 
69-year-old pro-French political 
leader in that violence -torn 
French protectorate.) 

International police said there 
were only three dead, but the 


hospitals counted six—all Mos- 
lems. 


The city was quiet today. 
White helmeted international po- 
licemen patroled with tommyguns 
at the ready. The International 
Control Cotmmission which runs 
the city decided it would not be 
necessary to call for outside help 
in patroling Tangier, but agreed 
to reinforce the police on duty, 


In yesterday’s rioting, one of 
the worst disorders ever seen 
here, the police were hopelessly 
outnumbered. They tried vainly to 
contain the demonstrators in the 
native section, but the rfoters 
streamed into the European sec- 
tor. Police shots fired over their 
heads as a warning inflamed the 
mobs. Some persons were wound- 
ed by the police fire. 

Tangier is a demilitarized zone, 
opposite Gibraltar, surrounded by 
Spanish Morocco. It has its own

NAVY PLANE TAKES 
NINE STRANDED MEN 
OFF POLAR ICE CAP 


POINT BARROW, Alaska, March 
31 (UP)—Nine men who had been 
stranded on an_ Arctic ice floe 779 
miles north of here since Thurs- 
day were rescued by a ski- 
equipped patrol bomber and 
brought here today. All were-in 
good condition. 

The pickup was made late yes- 
terday by Comdr. V. J. Coley, of- 
ficer-in-charge of the Navy’s “Op- 
eration Ski Jump,” desingned to 
set up oceanoyraphic: and weather 
stations on the polar ice cap. The 
marooned men had cleared a 
2500-foot runway on the ice for 
the two-engined rescue plane. 
The rescued men, two civilian 
scientists and seven Navy airmen, 
were stranded when their ski- 
equipped plane, an R4D, was dis- 
abled by the jagged ice. 

The men were taken aboard the 
rescue plane along with 2000 
pounds of scientific equipment 
from the downed R4D, which was 
abandoned. 


M’KINNEY TO STAY 
ON AS CHAIRMAN 
UNTIL CONVENTION 


WASHINGTON, March 31 (AP) 
—Frank E. McKinney said yes- 
terday he plans to stay on—at 
least until the July 21 national 
convention—as chairman of the 
Democratic National Committee. 
McKinney refused to comment 
on President Truman’s retirement 
plan, but through a committee 
spokesman he said firmly he 
would not resign. The Indianapo- 
lis banker, who took the party 
post last October when Missouri’s 
William M. Boyle Jr: resigned 
under fire, was a strong advo- 
cate of Truman for renomination. 
McKinney accepted the chair- 
manship last fall with the under- 
standing he would serve not later 
than the November elections if 
Truman were renominated. Now, 
however, McKinney in‘ all prob- 
ability will bow out after the 
convention. The _ presidential 
nominee usually picks his own 
campaign chairman. 


ERUPTING VOLCANO 
PUSHES CONE 480 
FEET ABOVE PACIFIC 


MANILA, March 31 (AP) — 
Mysterious Didicas volcano, re- 
viving recently after having been 
isubmerged and silent for 92 
years, pushed its flaming cone 480 
feet above the Pacific ocean 
surface today and continued to. 
grow in smoking fury. 

The ocean around boiled and 
steamed and smoke columns 
mounted thousands of feet. The 
new island 65 miles north of Lu- 
zon’s northern tip was all but ob- 
scured. 

Volcanologists radioed from 
the scene that red hot necks still 
were spewing out of the smoking 
cone. They tumbled down the 

w ony jagged slopes and turned 

a into a cauldron. 

The volcano first erupted 96 
years ago. After four years of ac- 
tivity, the volcano quieted and 
the rocks disappeared. The new 
eruption was sighted March 16 by 
a passing ship.

April 3, 1948—At a White 
House ceremony, he signed the 
historic legislation setting up 
the Marshall European recov- 
ery program. 

Nov. 2, 1948 —— Underdog 
Harry S. Truman defeated fa- 
vorite Gov. Thomas E. Dewey 
for President. 


Jan. 20, 1949—He rode in 
triumph down a flag-bedecked 
Pennsylvania avenue to his in- 
auguration, and delivered his 
“Point IV” address calling for 
= to underdeveloped coun- 
ties. . 

June 26, 1950—He issued the 
orders which sent American 
armed forces to the defense of 
South Korea. 


Nov. 1, 1950—Heroic White 
Heuse guards broke up an as- 
sassination attempt by two 
fanatical Puerto Rican Nation- 
alists who tried to shoot their 
way into Blair House while Mr. 
Truman napped in an upstairs 
bedroom. - 

April 11, 1951—Ex-artillery 
Capt. Harry S. Truman set off 
“a national furore by firing 
Gen. Dougas MacArthur as Far 
East commander. 

March 29, 1952 — He an- 
nounced that “I shall not be a 
candidate for re-election.”

—Seven years as President of the 
United States have carried Harry 
'S. Truman past historic mile-

He signalled a halt to that Sat- 
urday night when he announced 
he would not accept renomination. 

Truman’s tenure began April 
12, 1945, when he stepped up from 
the vice presidency on the death 
of Franklin D. Roosevelt. Two 
weeks later, at San Francisco, he 
faced history—the launching of 
the United Nations at the end of 
World War II. 

In quick succession came a vir- 
tually unbroken line of criseg in 
foreign and domestic policy, in 
politics and in Truman’s life as a 
public figure. : 

Truman’s Own Evaluation. 

There were successes and fail- 
tres. The 67-year-old President 
himself, in the just-pyblished 
book “Mr. President,” has 
summed up his administration 
this way: 7 : 

“We have prevented a third 
world war. And we have kept the 
American economy on an‘ even 
keel.” re 

Perhaps Truman’s most historic 
decision was to drop the atomic 
bomb on Hiroshima and Nagasaki, 
Japan, .in August, 1945. With it 
dawned the atomic age.

' baby-sitter who is not a member of the family. The require- 
;ments for the license should be sound mental and physical 
‘health, a reputation for common sense and good will toward 
childhood and a knowledge of the emotional-as well as physical 
needs of little children. 

An essential in this field is a certain maturity in the per-- 
sonality of the sitter. I would hesitate to engage a young girl 
or boy who had not the experience required for the under- 
standing care of a little child. The sitter who demands tele- 
vision, radio, phonograph entertainment, who wants someone 
in to keep her company, is not the mature personality I would 
require for the service. 

To make certain of her qualifications, the sitter would 
have to be tested by an expert in child care. There would 
have to be physical and mental tests, character references, evi- 
dences of worthwhile experiences that would tend to show the 
candidate fit and ready for any emergency. This the state 
would have to take over. Why not?

Baby-sitters have quite as heavy a responsibility 
toward their charges as any of these other responsible people.

Officials Here Explain Relief Efforts Begun When Twisters Struck 
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Howard county all notified 
and as soon as return calls could 


the Midwestern Area office, were 
reconstructing the hectic week 
they had put in. It had been a 
week of 24-hour working days, of 
coffee and doughnuts, cots and 
blankets, blood centers and hos- 
pitals, doctors and nurses, wires 
and phone calls, routine form- 
filling, filing, and recording, and 
non-routine human problems. 

“The first impact of any disas- 
ter must be borne by local peo- 
ple,” Kdson stresses, “and we 
work on the disaster prepared- 
ness in every chapter 12 months 
out of the year. But then people 
from the national staff are sent 
in to disaster areas because 
they're able to lend a clearer 
head. They haven’t been hit by 
the disaster, haven't lost friends 
and neighbors. They can lend 
leadership to a confused situa- 
tion.”

T first glance the situation in , 

Howard county didn’t seem 

too bad. Field Director Duke 
checked the regular factors— 
evacuation from danger areas, 
assisting medical and hospital 
authorities, caring for the injured, 
providing basic needs of food, 
clothing, shelter. He reported 
back that there were seven dead 
and six hospitalized. The injured 
were being cared for and there 
was no need for mass care, for 
blood, cots or blankets. Duke was 
ordered to stay on until that 
night when Jeff Shemwell, who 
was. in Little Rock, could get 
thete. 

“Shemwell is one of our roving 
workers who happened to be on 
loan from the disaster staff to 
the fund raising campaign,” Ed- 
son explained. “You see, we have 
peaks and valleys in disaster 
service, so when we loan a staff 
member to fund raising, we as- 
sign disaster people to areas 
where disasters are likely to oc- 
cur. For example, at the same 
time we had another fellow in 
North Dakota because of the dan- 
ger of floods there.” 

._ At regular closing time, 5:15 
p.m., on Friday, the Midwestern 
Area office had closed, but short- 
ly after 6, Walker L. Milner, area 
manager, and Henry Eichman, 
acting director of disaster, began 
getting calls on additional twist- 
ers. Although communications 
were meager it became evident 
that they had a problem on their 


hands. 

Switchboard operators, admini- 
strative heads, and stenographic 
workers were called back and by 
8:30 pm. the office was hum- 
ming with activity. By midnight, 
11 persons had moved into the 
danger areas in Arkansas, and 
Eichman, Dr. Raymond Barnes, 
medical director, and Helen 
Flanagan, nursing director, were 
on the night train headed for 
Little Rock. 

Meanwhile the local office 
contacted Edson, who had just 
been transferred from Midwest- 
ern Area to National, and was 
reached at his Washington hotel. 

“I’d gotten undressed for bed,” 
he relates, “and had happened 
to recall that at church the Sun- 
day before, the preacher quoted 
something from the Book of 
Acts. I was looking it up when 
Eichman called about the tor- 
nadoes. ‘They're popping all 
over,’ he told me.”

Durante Marries Girl Who Panned Him 


Maud Jeanne Olson Didn't Like His Piano Playing, Cap or Sweater; She Found Lou Clayton a Rival

gy AGTIME JIMMY had played 
the piano in perhaps 20 places 
—none of them monasteries— 
when the police closed the rowdi- 
est of them all, Maxine’s, in 
Brooklyn. 

““Maxine’s was so tough,” Jim- 
my said, “that if you took off your 
hat you was a sissy.” 

After the police closed the 
place, Durante began to get wrin- 
kles in his belly. New York pave- 
ments seemed unusually hard and 
cold to the feet of the job-seeker. 
Men everywhere were worried, 
for the German Kaiser had Eu- 
rope by the beard. 

The unemployed Durante was 
walking down Broadway one cold 
day when a friend informed him 
that a job might be had at the 
Alamo, a cabaret in Harlem. This 
downstairs hutch did a noisy busi- 
ness on West 125th street between 
Seventh and Eighth avenues. It 
had a bar in one room and seated 
about 200 persons at battered 
tables in another dimly lit room. 

The only fresh air to be had 
was what the customers brought 
in on their clothes. There was a 
bandstand upon which a piano 
player and four other instru- 
mentalists, and various singers 
and dancers, performed, 

“T landed the job at the Ala- 
mo,” Jim says, “and I got $45 a 
week and tips for playing from 
8 o’clock at night till I was sub- 
conscious.” 

After Jimmy had been at the 
Alamo for six: weeks, the pro- 
prietor, Mr. Sakerson, put Du- 

rante in charge of the so-called 
“big numbers.” 

Durante conducted piano play- 
ing contests and balloon dances. 
Whenever Jim got up from the 
piano to make a speech during a 
dance, Sakerson warned him: 
“Make it short!” If Jim tried to 
say something funny, the pro- 
prietor silenced him. 

Early in 1918 a young woman 
named Maud Jeanne Olson, a girl 
from the Middle West, wandered 
into the Alamo at about 8 o’tlock 
one evening. She was seeking 
employment as a singer. She had 
been sent by her agent to try 
out at the Ritz, a night club not 


. far from the Alamo, and she had 


mistaken the Alamo for the Ritz. 
She walked into Jimmy’s life to 
stay for as long as she lived. 


Maud Jeanne Olson was born 
in Toledo, O., of Swedish, Scot- 
tish, and French-Canadian ances- 
try. After her parents were di- 
vorced, she was. brought up by 
her grandmother. She had a lyric 
soprano voice and sang in Mid- 
western vaudeville houses under 
the name of Maudie Jeanne, She 
went to New York to seek a place 
in the show world and obtained a 
singing and dancing part in a 
Shubert production, but she 
sprained her ankle at dress re- 
hearsal. 

The unemployed girl chanced 
to meet a sympathetic restaurant 
owner and booking agent, Sig- 
mund Werner, a jovial Hungarian 
who supplied musical talent for 
Broadway restaurants. 


Jeanne Olson was in her late 
twenties when she sought a job 
at the Alamo. It disturbed Du- 
rante to learn that Maudie Jeanne 
was a soprano — Jimmy never 
liked to have lyric sopranos in his 
shows. 

“Sopranos and violins always 
seemed a little bit sissy,” he said. 
“We wanted noise, brasses and 
drums and piano.” 

When he accompanied Jeanne 
during the Alamo tryout, she 
asked, “Whoever told you you 
could play the piano?” 

It was then that he coined the 
saying, “Them’s the conditions 
that prevail.” 

Of their first days together 
Jim says, “She didn’t make me 
mad when she panned my piano 
playin’. I had to laugh. When we 
finished work we used to go have 
a little bite to eat, and I'd. drop 
her off at the door of her roomin’ 
house, and I was really crazy 
about her.” 

One afternoon- Jim asked 
Jeanne to go to the Hippodrome 
Theater with him. Oddly enough 
Jimmy never had seen a play of 
a big musical show. He had at- 
tended burlesque shows, vaude- 
ville, and amateur nights, but 
never a “regular” show. The Hip- 
podrome was famed for its spec- 
tacles. Jimmy had asked Jeanne 
to meet him at the corner of

nue. She kept the appointment, 
to find him wearing a cap anda 
turtle-neck sweater. 


Jeanne seemed embarrassed. 
“Are you going to the show with 
me?” 

“Why, sure,” Jim replied. “Who 
else?” 


“In that sweater and a cap?” 


She turned away as he ex- 
claimed, “Daniel Boom wore a 
cap!” 

About this spat the Schnozzola 
recalls, “For the life of me I 
couldn’t understand it. I had got 
tickets in the orchestra, too. I 
tore ’em up and walked away. So, 
after that, anytime I met her, I 
had a necktie on, and I never 
wore a cap again, which I found 
out to be the right thing to do 
when go out, not to wear a cap 
or a sweater.”

IMMY and Jeanne were mare 
J ried June 19, 1921, at St. Mala- 

chy’s Catholic Church on West 
Forty-ninth street. Durante was 
28 years old, and Jeanne a year 
and several months older. For her 
wedding Jeanne bought a brown 
taffeta dress at a sale. She spent 
the night before the ceremony sit- 
ting up late to alter the wedding 
gown. 

The Alamo waiters, the singers, 
musicians, and Mr. Sakerson ac- 
companied the newlyweds to the 
wedding party at South Beach, 
east on Dongan Hills on Staten 
Island. Papa Bartolomeo Durante, 
of course, went along. 


The old ex-barber was fond of 
his daughter-in-law, and she of 
him., He gave,her a rose to wear 
at the celebration, held in a road- 
house owned by distant relatives 
of the Durentes. There were ball 
games on the beach, Italian 
dishes, soups, and red wine for 
dinner, and then music and danc- 
ing. The next night Jimmy re- 
turned to work at the Alamo— 
alone. 

Jimmy had astonished Jeanne 
by saying, “I don’t want you to 
work anymore.” 

As to this decision Durante says, 
“Of course, I figured 24 hours to- 
gether would spoil the marriage. 
And in most cases I think it is 
the truth. If a party is 24 hours 
together with each other, well, 
naturally I'd get on her nerves 
and she’d get on my nerves. And 
I’ve got an awful bad habit: in-

stead of tellin’ the truth so as not 
to harm nobody, I tell them little 
lies; you know, like not tellin’ 
Jeanne I'm playin’ cards with the 
boys. 

“So I tell Jeanne I worry about 
her health if she works, when all 
the time I just don’t want her to 
work because I’m old-fashioned. 
And it was a big mistake to kill 
off a talent like Jeanne’s, as things 
later turned out.” 

Three persons, above all the 
others in Jimmy’s colorful career, 
had the deepest influence on him. 

First there was Bartolomeo, his 
sweet-tempered father. The sec- 
ond was Jeanne, who loved him 
possessively. The third was Lou 
Clayton, fiery tempered worship- 
per of the Durante star. 

Of these three, Clayton became 
Jimmy’s chief .mainstay, his ad- 
viser, confidant, best friend and 
sometimes severe disciplinarian. 
Broadway ses down the love these 
men had one for the other as one 
of its outstanding miracles. 


Clayton, five.or six years older 
than Jim, was much more ma- 
ture and worldly wise. They met 
soon after Jimmy had started to 
climb in the world. 

Durante, the Cyrano of the cel- 
lars, by the early 1920s had 
moved “upstairs” to lead his own 
band at his own place. He pounded 
his piano, became increasingly 
popular but his income seldom 
amounted to more than $80 a 
week. 

It was in the late autumn of 
1923 that Clayton entered into 
Jimmy’s career and friendship. 
Lou was one of the best soft shoe 
dancers since the days of Min- 
strel George Primrose. He had 
been a headliner on the Orpheum 
Circuit at $1500 a week. He had 
earned a fortune but dissipated 
it by gambling, his greatest weak- 
ness. 

Clayton was practically broke 
when Durante offered him 25 per 
cent of his little club, “if you only 
just come in.” Durante had two 
partners already, Frank Nolan, an 
ex-waiter, and Eddie Jackson, an 
entertainer, who later became part 
of the team of Clayton, Jackson 


and Durante. 


“I don’t want you to put up no 
cash,” said Jim to Lou. “You 
dance like nobody’s business and 
you won't do us nothin’ but good.” 

Clayton though this over.

Replacing Wall Switches. 


HERE may come a time when 
T sou flick a wall switch and 
nothing happens. Now it may 
be that a fuse has blown or you 
haven't paid your electric bill 
but there is always the strong 
possibility that the switch has 
given up and quit for good. This 
means you need a new switch for 
wall switches can’t be repaired.

rent to the switch is off and then 
take out the two little screws 
that hold the switch plate in 
place. Once the plate is out of the 
way you'll see'the switch. The 
switch is held to the outlet box 
with two little screws so remove 


these and pull the switch out as | 


far as the wires will allow. Now 
all you have to do is to loosen 
up the terminal screws on the 
switch so that the wires can be 
removed, get a new switch and 
put the wires back on being sure 
that they are wrapped around the 
terminal screws in the same direc- 
tion that the screws are turned 
to tighten. Be sure that the screws 
are tight for if they are loose the 
wires may come off when the 
switch is fitted back into the box. 

Replace the switch in the box 
and install the set screws that 
hold it in place. You'll notice 
that the holes in the switch where 
these screws fit are slotted so 
that if the outlet box is a little 
crooked the switch can be moved 
enough to make it plumb.

President and 
Treasurer Clayton said so. Clay- 
ton hired a piano player called 
“Sticks” to play the Durante 
songs. 

And now Clayton coined the 
nickname for Durante of “Schnoz- 
zle,” or “Schnozzola,” or simply, 
“Schnozz.” ; 

Durante says, “Clayton would 
run out to the kitchen, pretendin’ 
to look for me, and when he 
found me he would grab me by 
the beak and yell that he has 
discovered oil. Then Jackson 
would ask where, and Clayton 
would say, “In Jimmy’s Schnozz.” 

When Jimmy refused to permit 
Jeanne to continue her stage 
career, the disappointed young 
woman aspired to become his 
business adviser. But Clayton 
usurped — to Jeanne’s way of 
thinking—that place. 

Nor did Jimmy help matters 
by telling Jeanne little lies, say- 
ing. that he was going to ask the 
Shuberts or the Albee theatrical 
managers to find work for her on 
the stage. He did not sense that 
Jeanne had a secret desire to 
work as a singer at his club. 

He also could not see that he 
was well on his way to becoming 
a great entertainer. Even if he 
had, he would not have counte- 
nanced Jeanne’s presence as a 
fellow performer. | 

“And that,” he says, “was the 
biggest m‘stake I ever made.”

So 
South discarde.. his club 10 on 
the ace of hearts, then led a dia- 
mond, and after much thought, 
finessed the jack. When it held, 
he led another trump, and East, 
of course, was in with the trump 
king. 

Reading South correctly for six 
diamonds and five spades, East 
returned the diamond queen to 
let his partner ruff away one of 
South's honors. This was indeed 
the effect, but after West ruffed, 
he could do nothing to defeat the 
contract. He “pumped” South-by 
returning the heart 10, but de- 
clarer could well afford to ruff. 
He drew West’s last trump, gave 
East a diamond trick, and then 
could claim the balance. 

On the surface this was a per- 
suasive line of defense, but it was 
not the right line. East shou 
have bent his efforts toward driv- 
ing out declarer’s trumps while 
simultaneously preserving his 
partner’s, Since South had shown 
a heart void, East should have 
returned a low heart instead of 
the diamond. Observe the effect 
of this play. South could not re- 
fuse to ruff the trick, and he 
would then be down to the same 
number of trumps that West held, 
If he then drew West’s trumps, 
the defenders could cash two 
heart tricks when East got in with 
a diamond; and if South did not 
draw trumps his only alternative 
would be to lead the diamond ace 
or king. Now it would do West 
a great deal of good to ruff the 
trick; on his heart return, South 
would be in the same hopeless 
position.
